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On April 26, 1932, the Provisionel Government of the 
Soviet Chine,announced its first declaration of war agsinst Japan 
and also its decleration to the people. The full texts were as 
follows: 


Text of Declaration of Wer Against Jepan by the Provisional 
Government of #oviet China 


Since Japanese imperialism forzibly took with armed force 
the three Eastern Provinces on September 18, 1931, it hes further 
oceupied Shanghai end other sreas with its army ana navy; it has 
stormed into towns end cities along the Chine Sea and the 
Yangtse River; it has messagred the Chinese people with airplanes 
snd guns; it has burned down Ghinese houses, Untold damage has 
been done in the North-east regions, Shanghai ana Woosunge 
‘aggeores have been many and even now are going on. The enti- 
evolutionary National Government together with the verious militar} 
liques associated with it have offered the three Bastern 
Provinces and Shenghai to Jépanese imperialism, in saccordence with 
its habitual practice of submitting to jmperiglism,and is 
abandoning the Chinese people to be rssacrved 6t will. At 
present it is engaged through peace negotiations to sell Chine 
wholesale and is facilitating the speedy japerialistic division 
of China. Every means is being taken by it to suppress the anti- 
Japanese and anti-imperialistic wovements throughout the countrys 
It is liquidating all anti-Japanese organizations, suppressing 
anti-Japsnese strikes, massecring people who are anti-Japan, 
foreine soldiers and volunteers fighting actively on the Shanghai 
front against Japan to withdraw, It has shot the brave soldiers 
of the 19th Route army with machine guns for their refusal to 
withdraw, 


By such means the National Government is manifesting its 
loyalty to imperialism. Such slogans @s the so-26lled "Long-term 
resistence” and “"Negotietions on the one hand, resistance on the 
other" used by the Fuominteng Government end their militery cliques 
ere nothing more than triskery to delude the people. The Soviet 
areas in China are now entirely free from the restreints of 
imperislism. On the other wand, however, the Kuominteng militery 
sliques, daring to offer the three Hastern Provinces, Shenghai 
and all of China to imperislism, sre constantly attacking with 
their meximum military force the Workers-Peasant Red Army which is 
truly endeavoring to scarry out the people's revolution, thus 
leanning to overthrow the Soviet regime, All the deception of the 

uomintang military cliques, 611 their plots to sell out China and 
all acts of outrege against tne Chinese people are all actually 
imperialism's tool to suppress the Chinese revolution and obstacles 
to the development of the j;eople's reyolution. The Provisional 
Sentral Government of the Republic of Soviet China hereby declares 
war against Japan. Heading ali the Workers-Peusant Armies of 
China and the many oppressed people, it will by means of the 
people’s revolutionary war, expel Jépanese imperialism from China 
and oppose imperialism's territoriel division of China. It 
demands the thorough emencipetion and independence of the Chinese 
people. 
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To 611 the workers, peasants, soldiers and all the oppressed 
masses, the Provisionsl Central Republican Government decleres 
that they shall immediately carry out the people's war of 
revolution, immediately ficht against Japanese imperialism and 
first of 411 tear down the reactionary administration of the 
Kuomintang which suppresses populer revolutionary movements and 
obstructs the people's war of revolution. 
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On april 15, 1933, the Centrel Provisional Sovernment of 
Soviet China and the Revolutionary end Military Committee of the 
Red Army announced oa declaration of enti-Japanese zollaboration 
under joint signature. They especislly presented tires vonditions 
for a compromise to the National Government. 


These vere (&) immediate suspension of attacks against the: 
Soviet areas and the Red Army; (b) immediate granting to the 
people of the demosrstic freedom of speech, publication, assembly, 
assotiation and demonstration; (c) granting of freedom to organize 
énd arm an ent<-Japanese volunteer army. The full text of the 
iecleration is eas follows; 


The Declersation of Anti-Japanese Collatoration by the 
Government of Soviet China (April 15, 1933) 


People of all China} On the ossssion of May Day, we pay 
revolutionary homege to all the working mésses of Chine, to the 
workers, farmers and peojle of the cities who ere under the 
bloody edministrstion of the imperielistic nationalists, to the 
White Army soldiers who have been forced to oppose the workers 
and farmers, to the revolutionery students and youths who are taking 
pert in the struggle against imperielism and to the revolutionary 
prisoners who have been locked up and torcured in hundreds and 
thousands of Kuomintséng prisons. 


The continuing ettacks of Jépanese isiperialisu, the 
unprecedented enlargement of the crisis of territorial division 
and the intensification of déenger to the masses have cade it 
imperative for us to issue the following deoisrstion to the people 
fightin, for the benefit of Chine and to the working masses: 


The feetures of the present situation is charecterized on 
the one hand by the fect that Jepenece imperixlism has invaded the 
Peiping-Tientsin area with big strides witn nothing to stop it, 
and on the other hand, by the faots thst Srivish inperislism is 
making en atteck upon Sinkiang Provine? cnd is carrying on the 
o2supation of the western regions of Chins, through the inter- 
mediation of Tibet and other puppet states already under the control 
of the British Empire. 


Dy secret nezotietions between the Japanese Government and 
the Kuomintang Party, Chiang-keai-Shek has started deelings with 
the imperialistic burglars. Tang Yu-Jen, secretary of the Central 
Politizsl Council of the Party, as & representative of the Nanking 
Government and Chiang-kai-Shek, hes hed e secret talk with the 
Tapénese representatives et Shanghai. Chiang-ksi-Shek, the leader 
of Chinese laborers end farmers, requested of the Japanese mili- 
tarists in 1929 the occupation of Shsntung. In 1931, he 
sommitted the wholesale massacre of inoffensive people of Shanghai, 
abandoned the northern front and further gave the Japanese & good 
ghance to invade Jenol. Not only did they not fight against 
Japanese imperialism, but they qontinued tho work of their 
traitorous colleague, Chsne Hsueh-lisng. Yhe south-western 
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government and the Fukien wilitery sliques also dia not 3 i 
Jépan and its imperialism. The slogsn, "horthwara Resisten 
Against Japan", which thoy have recently been propevendizing “with 
might end mein is nothing sore than a fairy tale to deceive the 
peonle.

hereby declare to all military governors, various social organi- 
gations, political parties, newspapers and magazines, and fellow 
countrymen in the fields of workers, farmers, merchants and edu-~ 
phi throughovt the nation, as well as to 91) patriots, as fol- 
ows: 


The Chinese Communists Party and the Soviet Government are 
prepared to dispatch {immediately their representatives and epen 
discussions on the organization of the Nationel Defense Government 
snd the Anti-Japanese United Arry, together with all the armies, 
parties, orgenizetions an ic in fevor of anti- 
Jepanese movements , and in coope 11 the first class 
scholars and politicians. We would further hope that the represen- 
tatives of the above armies, parties, organizations, organs, and 
individuals will come to the Soviet sree to confer with us. The 
Soviet Government and the Red Army will guarentee the absolute 
liberty and safety of these representatives. 


The Chinese Communists Party snd the Soviet Government had 
once announced the following principles of the ndministrative mea~ 
sures of the Nationsl Defense Government.

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On June 1, 1936, the National Salvation United Army of all 
China was orgenized and at the general meeting of its establish- 
ment they passed the "Elementary Political Principles of the Anti- 
Japanese and National Salvstion." The details are as follows: 


XIII, Elementary Political Principles of Anti-Japsnese and 
Netionel Selvation (June 1, 1936), 


1. Fundamental orgenization, 


As to the external resistance of the national revolution, 
some advocatied, in the past, the generel anti-inperialism; some 
insisted upon the senarate anti -British movement st first; but 
others maintained that the anti-Japanese movement shovld be car- 
ried out sepsrately at first. However, at present, all these di- 
vergent opinions hsve come to be united under the one principle 
of "anti-Japanese first." With regard to the messures of anti- 
Japanese movements, some ssid that war should be avoided while 
others considered it would be unavcidsble. However, at present, al} 
different opinions hsve come to be united under the one principle 
that an "anti-Japanese war is inevitable." 


2. Common enemies: 


Japanese imperislism and traitors are the common enemies 
of the Netional Salvation Front, 


3. Politicsl system; 


The genersl meeting recognizes that the establishment of 
democratic system is the fundemental ccndition for the thorough- 
going collaboretion of vsrious parties and factions. The freedom 
of association, assembly, speech and publication is the demand of 
the United Front, which makes no concession in this respect. We 
oppose positively to any messures which mav destroy the organizatior 
of-the masses, although they are carried out under the pretext of 
leading such an organization, and also to those measures which 
may suppress public opinion, although carried out under the pre- 
text of controlling it. 


4, Diplomacy: 


We must apply fully our talent of popular diplomacy to 
unite 911 influences of anti-Japarese and anti-war peoples’ fronts 
of the whole world. We must develop the bility of our National 
Salvation Front and make sure of our victory over the war of re=- 
sistance. 


5. Education: 


The general meeting considers that the present education 
which teaches academic technicalities by resding dead books and 
mokes students self-intoxicsated in resding obsolete books is a 
crime. We sre in urgent need of manv young fighters who would take 
leadership in the National Salvation movement, end take charge of 
the management of Netional Salvation. “e cannot, therefore, waste 
even in the lesst degree, the intellectual power of young men other 
than for the purpose of Nations] Selvation. We cannot afford to des: 
troy the sentiment of Nationsl Salvation of young men. 


6. Industry and commerce, 


We must boycott Japanese goods on a large scale.

North Chins end 
especially in the Southwest expressed their sympathy with the anti- 
Japanese movement, end they are now joining the Front. ' 


The violent invasion of the Japanese imperislisn, the 
shameless betray] of Chieng Keieshek, the oppression upon the 
people and the opposition have enhanced the possibility of a grand 
scale development of the anti-Japanese Front. All the peoples pro- 
moted the fight egainst traitors uncer the leadershir of the Unite, 
Nationel Salvation Orgsnization and established anti-Japanese and 
antietraitors organizstions. A great mass movement is being plan- 
ned at present among the peoples in North China, especirlly among 
intellectual peoples. 


The lower class soldiers of the 29th army re exX~ 
tremely indignant avowing publicly their refiisel to withdrew in an} 
eventuality. They are plotting to disobey orders from their super- 
jovs. Individual politicians also are conferring on the present 
crisis with the influentirl people in Peiping. In short, there is 
a big possibility of touching off 9 grand seale armed anti-Japanese 
movement in North China. In addition, the armies in Shansi, the 
Noztheast, and some followers of Liu Hsiang are showing uneasiness 
with the possibility of their siding with the anti-Japanese front.

The nation wide racial wer hes broken out in the Southwest 
region situated far from the military bese of the Japanese imperial 
ism, We must recognize the fect that the present war initiated by 
the Southwestern Military Administrative authorities is not a gen- 
vine militaristic civil war, but hes the significance of a racial 
revolution. It is in one sense a war against the leader of traitor. 
Chiang Kai-shek, though it is hard to distingvish the anti-Japenese 
war from the Anti-Chieng war. If sll the people adopt the new 
policy of our Party with the aid and protection of the Anti- 
Japanese United Front, the present wor will develop into a real 
and powerful national war. Regsrdiless of whether it is before or 
after the outbreak of the war, we must adopt the most appropriate 
measure for the promotion, support and enlargement of this war.

Since the Anti-Jansnese programs were nroposec at Hsian, 
the country was thrown into a turmoil.

It is a feir view that the 
people in Hsian do not fell behind the others in. their 
ardent patriotism. They insist on immediste enti- 
Japanese actions, The Nanking Government with the 
exceptim of pro-Japanese elaents is in favor of 
anti-Jananese actions though its nace is rsther slow. 
They do not want civil wars. In view of the present 
situation, without the movement ve cannot survive 

and without unity and coonereation, the movement cannot 
attain its objective. The continuance of civil wars 
would leed us to nowhere but to a final collapse. 

At this critical moment, our perty and our government 
offer the following proposals to oth sides. 


a. Tung Kuan shall be the border between both 
armies. Nanking army shall wait for the outcome of 
the peece conference within Shensi Province. 


b. A peace conference shall at once be called 
by Nangking. In addition to the representatives of 
both Nangking and Hsian, the members of various parties, factions 
and armies shall be invited. Our party and our 
government start preperat‘ons for dispatching representa-~ 
tives. 


ec. Prior to the conference, a draft on the 
Anti-Japanese Selvation problem shail be presented 
and the disposal of Mr. Chiang Kai-shek shall be 
discussed. However, the fundamental principle shall 
be the national unity, the oppositim agsinst civil wars 
and the united anti-Jarxanese actions, 


ad. The conference shall be opened in Nanking. 

The above mentioned proposals are the aost reasonable 
and effective measures for solving the present ur«2nt 
problems. We hone that the gentlemen in Nanking 
would instantly decide national policies in order not 
to give the Japanese an opportunity to take advontace 
of our national confusion, Further we hone that all 
the parties and factions of the peoples would spur 
the opening of a peace conference in order to dis-

The publicction of this proposal by the Chines 
Comaunist Party wes received favoursbdly by a wide 
mass of the people and gave good impressions abroad. 
It was welcome not only to the goneral patriotic 
faction but even to so.we of tho influential members 
of the Nationalist Party. Resu tption of three 
great principles - “alliance with Russia", "etollabora- 
tion with the Communists", "Protection of industricl 
workers and farmers" - was proposed publicly to the 
Third General Congress with joint sienetures of 
cantrel oxecutive committee mombers of the Nationalist 
Porty, Feng Yu-hsiang, Chang Jen-chich, Li Shih-hueh, 
Sun Ko, Lu Chung-ling, Shih Ying, Chang Chih-peng, 
Shih Chin-ting, Li Lieh-chun, Chu Chi-chin, Liang 
Han-tsao, Ching Ting-yi, Sung Chin-ling, Ho Hsiang-vi 
cte,. Heated debates concorning this problem were 
conducted between the left and right wings of the 
Third Goneral Congress. However, the oropghderance 
of the right wing influences provente. the Congress 
from adopting drastic roorientation concerning internal 
end external policies. On the emtrery, the Conercss 
passed a resolution on “annihilation of red »vils" 
instead of collaboration between Nationalists and 
Communists criticising sevorely the Comnunist Party. 
It was for the first time during the cession of the 
Third Gencral Congress thet the central executive 
committee of the Nationalist Perty took up the 
question of colleboration with the Coaununist Perty 
since the rupture of the Nationalists and the 
Communists in 1927. 
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
